To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year'  1 965  in  accordance  with  regulations 
5 (3)  and  15  (3)  °f  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations  1959. 

With  a reduced  population  and  a fall  in  births  from  336  to  322, 
the  birth  rate  fell  to  15*7  births  per  1,000  population.  134  (4-2%) 
of  births  took  place  in  the  patients  home.  The  population  fell  by 
160  from  last  year’s  figure  of  22,520,  continuing  the  cycle  of 
increases  and  decreases  which  are  apparent  in  the  following  table: -

This  pattern  seems  to  be  associated  with  the  movement  of  Service 
families  at  the  Naval  Air  Station.  Throughout  this  11  year  period  there 
has  always  been  a small  natural  increase  in  population. 

The  increase  in  the  stillbirth 
1 ,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  to 

rate  from  11.77  stillbirths  per 

21 c 27  results  from  three  more  still- 

births  occurring  in  a total  of  14  less  births  than  last  year. 

A further  fall  took  place  in  the  general  death  rate  to  10.07  deaths 
per  1 ,000  population.  Just  over  40%  of  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Disease 
as  in  previous  years,  but  deaths  from  Cancer  dropped  from  25.5%  of  total 
deaths  in  1964  to  18%,  Seven  males  and  one  female,  died  from  Liang 
Cancer. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Deaths  dropped  from  9 last  year  to  4 in  1965.  This  gives 
a reduction  of  infant  mortality  from  26.79  deaths  per  1,000  live  births, 
to  12.43.  This  drop  in  Infant  Mortality  is  accounted  for  by  the  decrease 
in  infant  deaths  from  prematurity  compared  with  1964*  One  of  these 
deaths  was  preventable  but  the  remainder  were  due  to  defects  which  could 
not  be  remedied. 

The  case  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  fall.

This  year  focused  attention  on  the  problem  of  Brucellosis  infection 
in  rural  communities.  This  disease  is  a significant  occupational  health 
hazard  to  the  farmer,  his  workers,  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeon.  It  can 
be  so  severe  and  prolonged  that  most  people  would  consider  it  foolish  to 
expose  themselves  to  the  risk  of  infection,  yet  over  the  years  little 
change  has  occurred  in  the  prevalence  of  Brucellosis  in  herds  and  milk 
and  its  unsatisfactory  methods  of  control. 


A survey  of  Brucellosis  in  British  Dairy  herds  was  carried  out  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  A Food  in  1960/61.  This  random 
country-wide  sample  of  2,831  dairy  herds  comprised  an  estimated  74>000 
cows.  Each  herd  had  an  output  of  at  least  300  gallons  of  milk  per 
month,  and  tests  on  milk  can  samples  were  used  to  indicate  disease  in 
the  herd.  The  Report  estimated  that  23,000  to  30,000  dairy  herds,  and 
66,000  cows  in  these  herds  in  England,  Scotland  and  .'Tales  were  infected 
with  Brucella. 

As  a region  Cornwall  and  Devon  had  26%  herds  infected  compared 
with  the  two  highest  regions  (Somerset,  Dorset  and  'Tilt shire  29.3% 
and  the  West  Midlands  29.6%). 

Do  not  let  us  deceive  ourselves  that  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations 
give  more  than  a very  limited  protection  to  the  public.  The  reasons  for 
this  are:- 

1.  Possibly  as  high  as  half  the  cases  occur  in  persons 
handling  diseased  animals  at  milking  or  calfing. 

Pasteurisation  of  milk  supplies  would  still  not 
prevent  this  occupational  health  hazard. 

2.  It  is  just  not  possible  to  control  this  disease  by 
regular  milk  sampling  alone,  because  of  the  inter- 
mittent excretion  of  germs  from  apparently  healthy 
animals.  Undoubtedly  milk  is  sold  containing 
Brucella  organisms  between  intervals  of  sampling. 

3.  The  Veterinary  profession  state  that  once  an  animal 
becomes  infected,  it  remains  a potential  source  of 
infection  to  its  own  milk  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
herd,  for  the  rest  of  its  life.  Some  of  these 
animals  are  sold  at  market  and  introduce  the  infect- 
ion into  other  herds. 

4*  There  are  many  infected  animals  in  herds  whose  milk 
is  pasteurised  before  sale,  and  no  attempt  can  be 
made  by  farmers  to  control  this  infection,  in  the 
absence  of  a total  eradication  scheme.  While  the 
milk  from  these  herds  is  safe  after  treatment,  the 
farm  worker  and  their  families,  if  they  drink  raw 
milk,  and  other  animals  in  the  herd,  are  all  at 
considerable  risk  from  infection. 


Cleanly  the  eradication  of  this  disease  in  animals  is  the  only  way 

to  give  adequate  protection  to  the  human.  Of  the  cases  which  came  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  notice  this  year,  66%  were  children, 
innocent  victims  of  circumstances  which  should  not  prevail  in  the 
second  half  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Just  prior  to  the  publication  of  this  report,  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  17/66  became  available.  This  restated  present  knowledge  but 
provided  no  remedy.  Clearly  the  needs  of  preventive  medical  and 
veterinary  practice  have  been  discarded  in  favour  of  economic  tenets. 


During  1 964-65 , Kerrier  Rural  District  began  making  provision 
for  the  special  needs  of  the  elderly  by  establishing  3 Warden' s 
Units,  The  group  of  10  old  people's  bungalows  with  Warden’s  house 
attached  came  into  occupation  at  Mullion  in  the  Spring  of  1964. 

This  was  followed  by  a unit  of  6 bungalows  at  St.  Keveme  and  10 
at  Constantine.  This  type  of  accommodation  is  indispensable  in  a 
rural  district  where  the  housing  needs  of  parishes  are  met  by 
estates  in  the  larger  villages,  and  where  elderly  people  do  not 
wish  to  move  from  districts  where  they  have  lived  all  their  lives. 

Such  schemes  are  an  integral  part  of  preparation  for  retirement. 

The  continuing  process  of  personal  adjustment  to  retirement  is 
smoother  amongst  life  long  friends  and  neighbours  than  with 
strangers  in  a new  environment,  such  as  an  old  people's  hostel,  or 
in  another  village  community.  Most  old  people  desire  to  live  out 
their  years  of  retirement  in  their  own  homes , and  with  the  improved 
standard  of  living  brought  about  by  better  housing,  food,  working 
conditions  and  medical  care,  many  people  reaching  the  statutory 
pension  age  can  look  forward  to  over  10  or  15  years  of  retirement. 

These  units  were  first  provided  in  rural  districts  in  Cornwall 
in  1959,  and  by  1 965 ^ Truro  Rural  and  West  Penwith  Rural  Districts 
each  had  over  11  units  in  opera.tion.  Kerrier  Rural  District,  has 
some  leeway  to  make  up  and  should  aim  to  provide  one  unit  in  each 
of  the  larger  villages  throughout  the  rural  district  as  the  need  for 
them  will  grow  steadily  in  the  next  five  years. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Stithians  Dam,  in  December  of  this 
year,  impounding  of  water  commenced.  The  reservoir  was  full  by 
April  1966.  Work  has  now  proceeded  on  the  water  treatment  plant  and 
a sewerage  scheme  for  the  catchment  area.  This  area  is  2,200  acres 
of  dairy  farming  land  and  comprises  42  farms  with  64  dwelling 
houses.  All  the  dwelling  houses  near  the  reservoir  will  be  connected 
to  a water-carriage  sewerage  scheme  which  drains  to  a modem  treat- 
ment plant  outside  the  catchment  area.  It  is  Intended  to  sewer  the 
villages  of  Stithians  and  Ponsanooth  in  conjunction  with  the  Stithians 
catchment  area  system  when  the  water  distribution  system  from 
Stithians  is  completed.  Properties  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  parish 
of  Wendron  will  be  able  to  have  a mains  water  supply  together  with 
the  parishes  of  Constantine,  St.  Martin,  and  portions  of  Stithians  and 
Mawgan. 

In  previous  years  the  Mass  Radiograph  Unit  paid  arranged  visits 
to  Health  Areas  to  survey  factory  employees  and  special  groups,  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public.  In  July  of  this  year  an 
arrangement  was  made  for  the  unit  to  visit  the  Health  Area  at  a fixed 
time  twice  a month.  This  makes  available  in  Helst.on  on  Market  Days 
a permanent,  easily  used  preventative  service  for  patients  referred 
by  their  family  doctors,  employees  of  private  and  nationalised 
industry,  and  local  goverment.  It  is  hoped  that  the  general  public 
will  make  greater  use  of  this  service  than  they  have  done  in  the  past. 

In  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  f<~r  your  district  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Members  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  for  the  work 
of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health 
Office.

(f)  .Ambulance  Service  - Section  27 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
from  Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at 
nights  and  at  weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance 
crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  at  Heist on,  using  their  own 
ambulance,, 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless 
controlled  and  are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may 
be.  This  frequently  has  enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to 
direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  an  accident.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TIE  AREA 


Water  supplies  were  well  maintained  during  the  year  and  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  place  any  restrictions  on  consumers  where  piped  supplies 
are  available. 

Stithians  Impounding  Scheme. 

Impounding  of  water  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  April  and  by  the 
end  of  January  1966  water  was  going  over  the  dam.  Y/ork  had  also  commenced 
on  the  erection  of  treatment  works  and  pumping  station,  the  laying  of  the 
trunk  mains  to  the  four  reservoirs,  viz:—  Roskrow  Wood,  Cammenellis, 

Lanner  and  Chacewater,  are  almost  completed. 

Carnmenellis  Reservoir. 

Y/ork  on  construction  of  the  1,000,000  gallon  reservoir  is  completed  and 
the  test  proved  satisfactory.  After  chlorination  the  reservoir  was  put 
into  service  for  supplying  owners  and  occupiers  of  properties  in  the  high 
level  zone  of  the  parishes  of  Stithians  and  Y/endron  whose  sources  of  supply 
has  been  interferred  with  owing  to  the  impounding  of  water. 


Y/ork  is  almost  completed  on  this  contract  but  water  will  not  be 
available  to  consumers  until  the  treatment  works  and  pumping  station  has 
been  completed,  in  approximately  April,  1967*  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
when  the  Impounding  Scheme  is  completed  every  hamlet  and  village  in  the 
Kerrier  Rural  District  Council’s  statutory  area  will  have  a mains  supply 
of  water. 


Public  Y/ells. 

As  in  past  years,  as  mains  supplies  become  more  generally  available  the 
necessity  of  retaining  public  well  supplies,  with  their  inherent  defects 
becomes  less  necessary.  As  the  wells  become  redundant  and  are  closed  or 
dismantled  the  safety  factor  as  regards  water  supplies  in  the  district 
relatively  increases.  It  must  be  realised  however,  in  an  area  such  as  this, 
that  the  more  remote  areas  must,  of  a necessity,  depend  on  well  water.  The 
quality  of  such  water  varies  from  time  to  time  and  a constant  control  has  to 
be  maintained  normally  through  sampling.  Where  poor  or  doubtful  samples  are 
obtained  the  normal  practice  is  to  advise  all  users  of  the  water  to  boil  before 
use  and  then  the  supply  is  thoroughly  examined  and  check  samples. 


Water. 


Ministry  of  Health  circular  15/65  further  raised  the  question  of 
fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies.  This  entails  the  adjustment  of 
their  na.tural  fluride  content  to  levels  which  reduces  the  prevalence  of 
dental  caries  without  causing  damage  to  teeth  and  other  organs.  The  County 
Council  as  the  local  authority  responsible  for  the  cost  of  fluoridation  of 
water  supplies  resolved  at  its  meeting  in  November  that  "the  principle  of  the 
desirability  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  be  not  accepted." 

The  Rural  District  Council  first  considered  a report  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  February  1963,  on  the  need  to  add  fluoride  to  the  public 
water  supply,  and  decided  to  defer  a decision  until  the  County  Council 
requested  the  Council’s  Undertalcing  and  the  Helston  & Porthleven  Water 
Company  to  fluoridate  their  supplies.  Further  consideration  was  given  to 
this  matter  in  March  1966,  when  the  Rural  District  Council  resolved  not  to 
carry  out  fluoridation. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  requested  that  it  be  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  that  he  did  not  agree  with  this  decision.

14  samples  were  taken  from  the  new  trunk  main  and  all  were  satisfactory.

No  further  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  but  a substantial 
amount  of  preparation  was  carried  out  for  the  Ruan  Minor  and  The  Lizard 
sewage  . scheme  and  this  should  commence  in  1966.  It  is  likely  that  the 
sewage  schemes  for  (a)  Mawnan  Smith  and  Budock  and  (b)  Stithians  and 
Ponsanooth  will  be  the  next  schemes  to  be  put  to  the  Ministry  and  out  for 
contract.

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This  district,  like  many  others  in  Cornwall  has  to  cope  with  a 
variation  in  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  due  to  the  summer  holiday 
season  and  together  with  litter  collection  and  staff  holidays  the  service  then 
is  stretched  to  its  limits.  Even  with  this  problem  of  summer  increase 
in  population  and  general  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings  in  the 
area  I am  plea.sed  to  report  that  weekly  collection  service  was  maintained, 
whilst  during  the  summer  period  a twice  weekl y service  was  operated  for 
the  hotels  and  camping  sites.  I must  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  co-operation  received  from  the  operators  who  worked  long  hours  to 
maintain  this  very  essential  public  health  service. 


A third  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  added  to  the  fleet  this  year 
and  has  been  a great  help  and  I can  for see  when  this  will  be  needed,  not 
only  in  summer  but  throughout  the  whole  year;  this  extra  vehicle  has 

eliminated  the  necessity  to  hire  unhygienic  open  lorries  during  the 
summer  and  during  periods  of  breakdown  and  holidays. 

The  Council  tips  are  located  at  Constantine;  Newton,  Mullion;  and 
at  Sithney.  The  future  of  refuse  disposal  must  be  faced  very  soon  as 
the  tip  at  Constantine  has  a very  limited  tine  left  and  the  tip  at  Sithney 
is  only  a short  tern  project.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  a 
pulverisation  plant  but  the  difficulty  at  the  moment  is  obtaining  a 
suitable  site.

Disinfection  of  Houses.

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CARAVAN 


SITES 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960  provides  for 
licensed  caravan  sites  having  also  Town  and  Country  planning  permission.  It 
is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  that  the  Local  Planning  Authority  have  not 
yet  dealt  with  all  unapproved  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  so  much  so  that 
some  caravan  sites  may  he  difficult  to  deal  with  having  been  in  use  for  over 
four  years. 

In  the  district  there  are  24  approved  Caravan  Sites  for  eight  or  more 
cara/vans;  7 approved  Caravan  Sites  for  three  to  six  caravans  and  2 chalet 

sites. 

For  sanitation,  all  sites  below  have  water  closets  and  the  majority  have 
mains  water  together  with  wash  basins  and  laundry  facilities.  For  residential- 
caravans  showers  or  baths  have  to  be  provided,  it  is  pleasing  to  notice  that 
some  Holiday  sites  have  also  provided  baths  or  showers  which  improves  the 
facilities  offered  above  that  required. 

Complaints  from  lesidents  end  holiday  makers  from  licensed  caravans 
sites  are  extremely  rare,  this  is  satisfactory  to  the  Local  Authority  and  a 
credit  to  the  owners . 

However  one  site  in  the  district  (Melrose  Caravan  Site,  owner  Mr.  L.  C. 
Johnson)  was  unsatisfactory  and  Lacking  in  certain  facilities  required, 
consequently  proceedings  were  successfully  made  in  Helston  Magistrate  Court  on 
January,  1965  and  the  owner  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £5  with  £5  costs  to 
pay.  Thereafter  the  Local  Authority  gave  the  owner  a final  12  months  to 
complete  all  the  works  required.

During  recent  years  it  has  been  observed  that  there  is  a steady  growth  in 
tenting  by  holidaymakers  and  the  demand  for  Tent  Sites  will  soon  have  to  be  met 
by  sites  specially  catering  for  tents  or  by  a few  selected  existing  caravan 
sites  being  allowed  on  adjacent  fields  and  properly  licenced  as  a Tent  Site. 

Co-operation  with  Town  and  Country  Planning  on  this  matter  has  already 
commenced  and  further  joint  meetings  are  envisaged. 

The  first  licenced  Tent  Site  is  being  established  at  Joyces  Farm,  Higher 
Kenneggy  which  will  cater  for  60  tents.  Additional  Tent  Sites  are  being  granted 
Town  & Country  Planning  permission  and  will  be  developed  in  1966—68

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1965  was 
170  compared  with  166  in  1964.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the 
increase  in  the  cases  of  Measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Kerrier  mothers  confined  at  home  and  developing 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  1.  No  cases  occurred  in  hospital  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  most  of  the  County.  1,615 
births  were  notified  and  1 case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  1 62  cases  per  1,000  births. 

Measles 


21  more  ca.ses  occurred  than  last  year.  This  disease  was  prevalent 
between  February  and  September.  The  age  groups  most  affected  were 
between  1-3  (3 2/)  and  primary  school  children  (48^).  One  adolescent 
contracted  the  disease.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945,  the  usual 
pattern  of  an  epidemic  of  measles,  every  other  year,  has  been  apparent 
only  in  the  first  half  of  the  1950's  and  1960's.  Deviation  from  this 
usual  pattern  took  pla.ce  between  1947  - 194 9 and  1955  - 1959  and  a.gain 
during  the  last  three  years.  The  following  table  gives  the  yearly

The  case  incidence  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  dropped  from 
last  year's  total  of  11  to  5«  The  case  incidence  was  0.22  per  1,000 
of  the population.

Investigations  were  made  into  a milk  supply  and  human  contacts 
following  a notification  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  Meningitis 
occurring  in  a visitor  shortly  after  his  return  home.  No  source  of 
infection  was  found  in  the  Rural  District. 
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Enteritis 


Between  June  and  August,  8 families  were  notified  as  suffering 
from  enteritis.  One  suspected  case  of  Pood  Poisoning  was  admitted 
to  Falmouth  Hospital,  this  person  was  on  holiday,  no  cause  could  be 
established  for  this  illness. 

Dysentery 

3 families  were  visited  following  notification  of  dysentery, 
one  elderly  couple  were  found  to  be  free  of  infection;  one  dairyman, 
his  wife  and  their  A children  suffered  an  acute  attack  of  enteritis 
in  July,  alternative  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  milking  until 
infection  was  excluded.  In  the  other  family  a school  child  in  a 
small  country  school  was  a confirmed  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  no 
other  cases  occurred  in  the  family  or  in  the  school. 

Typhoid  Fever 

Investigations  were  carried  out  at  a hotel  during  the  first 
week  in  August  following  the  admittance  of  a guest  with  severe 
gastro-intestinal  symptoms  and  a high  fever.  The  cause  of  this 
illness  was  not  discovered,  but  Typhoid  Fever  was  excluded. 

75  contacts  in  the  Rural  District  related  to  a confirmed  case 
of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  Borough  of  Helston  were  interviewed.  About 
this  time,  Cornish  school  children  were  due  to  embark  on  an 
Educational  Cruise  to  the  Mediterranean,  53  families  were  interviewed 
to  exclude  contact  with  this  case. 

Brucellosis 

During  the  year  and  in  the  first  half  of  1966,  2 adults  and  A 
children  contracted  the  disease.  In  four  instances,  the  source  of 
infection  was  traced  to  infected  milk.  The  milk  supplies  from  10 
herds  were  investigated  together  with  Cornish  Cream,  Yoghurt  and  a 
supply  of  Goats  milk.  It  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  raw  milk  from  retail/producers  on 
three  occasions  under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations  1959* 

The  sampling  of  all  retail/producers  in  the  County  commenced 
in  1962.  There  are  39  of  these  herds  in  the  rural  district  which 
were  sampled  on  53  occasions.  Three  of  these  herds  showed  evidence 
of  infection  and  efforts  were  made  to  segregate  infected  animals 
and  divert  raw  milk  for  pasteurisation. 

Anthrax 

Under  the  Anthrax  Order  1950,  22  notices  declaring  and  defining 
infected  places  we  re  received.  In  all  instances,  Anthrax  was  not 
diagnosed.  The  most  recent  case  of  Anthrax  in  the  Rural  District 
was  a cow  which  died  from  the  disease  in  May  196A»  The  only  human 
contact  with  this  case  was  a farmer  who  showed  no  evidence  of 
infection. 
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
